N the reports from Edinburgh of the installation of Rudyard 
Kipling as lord rector of the ancient University of St. 
Andrews, the distinguished author is described as looking 


more like an Indian rajah than a poet in his rectorial gown. 
Recently, in commenting upon the high privilege of the university 
student body to hear such inspiring talks as that of Sir James Barrie 
on ‘‘Courage,’ 








and other scintillating reetorial addresses’ prior 
thereto, we ventured that Mr. Kipling’s discourse of his notable 
paper emphasizes that belief. Taking for his text a line of Robert 
Burns’ in which allusion is made to the ‘‘glorious privilege of being 
“the blessed 
state of hanging on to as’ few persons and things as possible’? and

One sees that in the enormous value attach- 
ed by the most primitive civilization to the practice of telling the 
truth, and the extravagant praise awarded, mostly after death, to 
individulas notorious for the practice.
